Washington, D. C.—Ardent pleas’) 
for religious tolerance by Protestant 
and Catholic alike marked a number 
of addresses at Independence Day cel- 
ebrations in various parts of the coun- 
try yesterday. 

Speaking to his home folks in Little 
Rock, Ark., Senator Joseph T, Robin- 
son, Democratic nominee for the Mice 
Presidency, brought his auditors to 
their feet when he cried, “The age of 
bigotry has passed!” 

“No man should be preferred or dis- 
criminated against in public authority 
because of his affiliation with a par- 
ticular church,” declared the Arkan- 
san. “The battalions that advance uh- 
der the black banner of intolerance 
can never undermine or destroy the 
fortress of liberty.” 

Stresses Constitutional Guarantee 

Introduced by Lloyd Judd, Com- 
mander of the Little Rock post of the 
American Legion, as representing the 
ideals and purposes of that organiza- 
tion, Senator Robinson outlined var- 
ious phases of religious persecution 
in America, and was enthusiastically 
cheered when he streased events and 
conditions which prompted the inser- 
tion of Article 6 in the Federal Con- 
stitution, which reads: 

“No religious teat shall ever be re- 
quired as a qualification to any office 
or public trust under the United 
States.” ' 

In an address before a large crowd 
at Willlamsburgh Bridge Plaza, N. Y. 
the Rev. Canon William 8. Chase of 
Christ Episcopal Church, New York 
City, declared that because the spirit 
of religious tolerance had been ao ob- 


to be the greatest in the history of 
the nation. 

Speaking at the Knights of Colum- 
bus Independence Day celebration at 
the bandstand in Prospect Park, N. Y.,, 
Martin Conboy, Director of the United 
States Draft Board during the World 
War, said: 

“Any Catholic who takes an oath 
to support the Constitution knows that 
ihe is swearing to support the institu- 
tions thereby created which guaran- 
tee and secure him in his right to be 
a Catholic and at the same time a cit- 
izen of the United States.”

“A real American believes in equal-

Houston, Tex.—Senator Joseph T. 
Robinson of Arkansas received the 
Nemocratic nomination for Vice Pres- 
ident at the convention just closed here 
primarily because of the valiant defi- 

ance and fiery denunciation with which 
he met the challenge of religious big- 
otry during an exchange with Senator 
Heflin of Alabama on the floor of the 
Senate more than six months ago. 

But for Heflin, it is very probable 
that Senator Robinson would not have 
heen the choice of a majority of the 
delegates at Houston. As it was, he 
was preferred over men whose abili- 
ties and political qualifications were in 
every way equal to his and whose 
“Geography, ”" one of the prime con- 
siderations in the selection of a Vice- 
Presidential candidate, would ordin- 
arily have been a cogent if not a de- 
cisive argument in their favor. 
Delegates Remembered His Bravery 

It is largely to Heflin, then, that the 
Senator from Arkansas owes the hon- 
or which, even if it does not fructify 
in election, is at least one that many 
others coveted in vain. His rebuke to 
Heflin, though it appeared to some to 
be “bad politics,” was bread cast upon 
the political waters. 

An analysis of the situation from 
the viewpoint of “practical politics” 
will show that Robinson became the 
Vice-Presidential nomiriee of his par- 
ty because an overwhelming majority 
of the delegates—and of these a pre- 
ponderant number were non-Catholits 
were resolved to exercise bigotry. 
In other circumstances, pragmatists of 
the party would have tried to offset 
Governor Smith’s Catholicism by the 
selection of a Vice-Presidential nom- 
inee who could appeal to Protestant 
fundamentalism. They would have 
balanced a Presidential nominee from 
the East with a Vice-Presidential 
nominee from the West or Middle 
West. And undoubtedly they would 
have avoided naming as the Vice- 
Presidential candidate a man who had 

challenged the forces of intolerance. 

Sought Man Objectionable to Klan 

If pragmatists had gone to the 
South for a Vice-Presidential candi- 
date, they would have chosen Cordell 
Hull of Tennessee, a State which has 
for years been doubtfully Demoeratic, 
and would not have gone to Arkansas, 
which is unalterably Democratic. if 
they had wished to make a gesture to 
the Middle West there was Evans 
Woollen of Indiana, a banker and 
farmer, and representative of a State 
which: Democrats must endeavor to 
earry for Smith. The agricultural 
West had at least one eligible in the 
person of Goyernor Bulow. But dis- 
regarding all. these considerations, the 
delegates gave their votes to a man 
whose principal claim to their suffrage 
was precisely the fact that, like Smith, 
he was objectionable to the Klan. 

Representatives of the Democratic 
organization of New York State neith- 
er exerted nor attempted to exert any 
influence in the selection of Senator 
Robinson. . They centered their efforts 
on the nomination of Smith, and that 
would have been jeopardized had they 
essayed to name the Vice-Presidential 
candidate as well, There was no need 
for New Yorkers to urge the nomina- 
tion of Robinson, He was the prefer- 
ence of a big majority of the dele- 
gates from the outset. 

Determination to End Klan Sway 

[t was noticeable that many of the 
delegates to this convention were ama- 
teurs in politics. Not a few of them 
were women new to the task of mak- 
ing candidates. Of male delegates, a 
considerable number were farmers and 
small business men. At least half of 
the 1,100 delegates were from States 
in which Catholics are few and in re- 
spective Democratic organizations. Ok- 
lahoma, Kentucky, Mississippi, 
ado and Arkansas are 
point.

Education Plans 
Of Free State 
Are Announced 


Dublin, June 25.—Mr. J. M. O’Sul- 
livan, Minister for Education, outlined 
a big program of educational develop- 
ment for the Free State at the An- 
nual Congress of the Irish Technigal 
Instruction Association at Limerick, 
He referred to the report of the Com- 
mission to Inquire into the 

of Technical Education in the Free 
State, and said that the main recom- 
mendations of the Commission would 
be put into effect by the Government. 
The chief of these recommendations 
is that part time education will be 
compulsory for youths from fourteen 
to sixteen years of age, who are in 
receipt of wages, while youths be- 
tween those ages and not earning 
wages, will be compelled to spend a 
large proportion of thetr time in 
courses of instruction. These coursés 
will be adapted to the position in life 
and the prospective careers of the 
pupils. 

Mr. O'Sullivan summarized the pro- 
jected development of technical edu- 
&/ cation by saying that the poor man’s 
son would be put in as good a position 
to learn any trade or profession as the 
son of rich parents.
